ONE ROBBER IS KILLED 
AND TWO ARE WOUNDED 


Brave Engineer Was Himself Wound- 
ed Early in the Action, but He 
Kept Shooting Straight, 
Dropping the Masked 
Bandits. 


Williamsport, Pa., October 2.—Five 
masked and desperate burglars made a 
bold attempt to rob the safe of the Mon- 
toursville Passenger Railway Company 
early this morning. In a terrific battle 
with revolvers, which followed the at- 
tempt, one of the desperadoes was killed 
and two others slightly wounded by En- 
gineer Alem Bly, who was shot twice by 
the robbers. 

Shortly before 2 o’clock, while Engineer 
Alem Bly was at work in the power 
house of the Montoursville Passenger 
Railway Gompany, he was startled by a 
terrific crash, caused by the front door 
of the building being battered in with a 
heavy plank. Bly rushed to a closet which 
contained his revolver, and when he 
,turned to face the intruders he was met 
'with a fusilade of shots from the revol- 
‘vers in the hands of five men, who had 
the lower part of their faces covered with 
handkerchiefs. One of the shots struck 
Bly, din the hip and another made a flesh 
wound in the thigh. The wounds did not |! 
disable him, however, and he leveled his 
revolver and fired at one of the burglars, 
who was several feet in advance of the 
others. The bullet’ pierced the heart of 
the desperado and he fell dead. 

The enginéer kept firing at the rest of 
the gang, Who kept up a continuous fire. 
Two of ‘them were’ slightly ~~ ~wounded. 
After his revolver had been emptied Bly 
retreated through 4@ rear door and ran 
to & nearby factory and aroused the 
watchman, who sounded an aldrm by 
blowing the factory whistle. While Bly 
was absent the robbers dragged the body 
of their dead companion outside the build- 
ing. where they left it and fled. Up toa 
late hour tonight no trace of them had 
been found. 

Robbers Bluffed the Town. 

Minden, Nebr., October 2.—The safe in 
the tank at Norman, 8 miles southeast of 
this place, was blowr. open by fobbers 
early today. The robbers, four in number, 
secured about $1,000 jn cash and terrorized 
the town. 

Many persons saw them at work. and 
had to stand by helpless, for the robbers 
wére well armed and threatened to kill 
any one who interfered.

Idea’ Before League of the 
Republican: Clubs 


Chicago, October 2—The “Tlowa idea’ 
cam@ to the surface tonight at a mass 
meeting under the auspices of the Na- 
tional League of Republican Clubs, 
which met in annual convention here to- 
day. United States Senator J. P. Dol- 
liver, of Iowa, was responsible. Interest 
became intense when it was realized by 
the delegates to the convention and 
Spectators that they were being treated 
to the first publifc speech on the subject 
by a national leader of the party since 
the Iowa republican state convention. 
Mr. Dolliver said in part: 

“Let us look at the Iowa idea for a 
moment, and I select that only because 
Iam more familiar with it and because 
circumstances have arisen to give it a 
universal advertisement. It has been 
presented to the country as the sudden 
impulse of dissatisfied mischief-makers 
within the republican party. On the 
other hand, it is the mature judgment 


of a man whose wisdom has never failed . 


the republican party in the forty years 
of his uninterrupted public service. 

“It is evident that, even if it were 
desirable to kill the trusts, it could not 
be done by merely remitting the duties 
which their foreign competitors pay at 
our custom houses. Even Mr. Bryan, 
who talks of putting the-captains of in- 
dustry into a chaingang and sending J. 
Pierpont Morgan first to the poor house 
and then to the penitentiary, admits 
freely ‘that free trade falls very far 
short of the object he has in view. Near- 
ly every sober student of the subject 
admits that it was the pressure of com- 
petition which has drawn some of our 
yidustries.first into groups and then into 
gigantic combinations under a single 
corporate management. A successful at- 
tempt to repeal the law of competition 
in the American market place would he 
speedily fatal to the protective tariff 
System, because the whole design of that 
System rests upon the unimpaired vi- 
tality of that law. 

“Before anybody makes up his mind 
that the so-called American trust is a 
permanent institution, let him consider 
the long list of ambitious combinations 
which have already had their affairs 
wound up by the courts of justice.. The 
alcohol trust, the linseed oll trust, the 


alkali. trust, the esphalt trust, the. bi-. 
¢.cycle~trus® and scores of others whose 


very names are now évén forgotten, 
What was the matter with these aston- 
ishing creations of the promoter’s art? 
Niné out of ten of them were bogus, and. 
without stretching the law very much, 
could have been .denied the use of the 
mails on an ordinary fraud order. Only 


yesterday one of the mammoth estab- 


lishments, the National Salt Company, 
had a little business before a court of 
equity in New Jersey. The organization 
of that trust in 1889 was looked upon 
everywhere as a step in the direction of 
monopolizing the necessaries of life. 

“The more I. examine the 
law of competition, the better 
Tooks to me. If the duty of 
settlement has already come to. so 
many of these once formidable institu- 
tions, how has it fared with those which 
have so far survived the test? Already 
the evidence is accumulating from which 
the doom of the trusts can be foretold, 
even the most solvent and best man- 
ag@d of them all. The figures of the 
census show that neither !n the mercan- 
tile nor manufacturing world has the 
smal] dealer, who owns his business and 
gives it his personal attention, anything 
to fear in cempetition with the over- 
growth and top-heavy investments of 
capital that surround him. 

“There is no room in this. discussion 
for vain exclamations of alarm and de-

As to the conditions under which 
the new agreement was formed, he said 
today: — ; 

“The agreement made between the rep- 
resentatives of the Impefial Tobacco 
Company, of England, on the one hand, 
and the Consolidated Tobacco Company 
on the other, was mutual in its charac- 
ter and entirely satisfactory to both 
Sides. It was accomplished by a friendly 
conference after full consideration of the 
interests of all parties affected, 

“The agreement has an international! 
character which has not belonged, I 
think, to any previous trade arrange- 
ment. Y meang the reunion of the rep- 
resentatives of an important business in 
Great Britain and America for the pur- 
pose of seeking trade hand in hand 
throughout the world. 

“My visit to London grew out of an 
invitation extended to me in July last 
by the directors of the British com- 
pany, after several of the directors had 
visited the United States, and while here 
had conferences with Mr. Duke, presi- 
dent of the Consolidated Tobacco Com- 
pany, and myself regarding the respec- 
tive interests of the companies we rep- 
resented. The agreement made to trans- 
fer to the. Imperial Tobacco Company 
the business of the Consolidated To- 
bacco Company in England was made 
for full and satisfactory consideration. 
The American company becomes a large 

shareholder in the English company 

With three representatives on its board 
of directors, one of Whom is Mr. Duke. 
_, The Consolidated Tobacco Company 
/wiil pursue its business in the American 
field, including not only the United 
States, but Cuba, Porto Rico, the Ha- 
walian islands and Me Philippines, with- 
out competition from the English com- 
pany. The Imperial company will not 
encounter the competition of the Amert- 
can company. in the business of the 
United Kingdom of Great Britain and 
Ireland, including Scotland and Wales. 

“In -the’ new: British-American cem-

MEXICO REACHES FOR TRADE. 


Commission Is Sent to Central and 
South America. 
Washington, October 2.—The Mexican 
government is lending its authority and 
assistance to a strotig effort making by 
the Mexican commercial interests to 
capture a share of the trade of Central 
and South America. United States Con- 
sul Canada, at Vera Cruz, reports to 
the state department that this is to be 
accomplished through the agency of a 
Mexican commercial commission, in part 
aided by manufacturers, but supported 

principally by the government. 

This commission already has started 
on a long journey through Central and 
South America, though it may seem 
strange that théir voyage lays first 
through New York and thence across 
the Atlantic to Europe. Returning to, 
South America, the commission will 
spend eight or ten months in an effort 
to stimulate Mexican trade with the 
countries they visit. The purpose is to 
study what Mexican products can be 
placed in those countries, 


ROOSEVELT NOT SO CLEMENT. 


He Has Granted Fewer Pardons Than 
Any President. 
Washington, October 2—James_ 58. 
Easby-Smith, pardon attorney in the de- 
partment of justice, has rendered to the 
attorney general his report of pardon 
work transacted during the year ended 
June 30. last. The report shows that 788 
cases were handled. The president act- 
ed on 315 cases, of which he denied 181 
and exercised ¢xecutive clemency | in 
some form in 134.

MANY NEW NATIONAL BANKS. 


Thirty-Eight Were Organized During 
Month of September. 

Washington, October 2.—‘I'he monthly 
Statement of the comptroller of the cur- 
rency shows that the number of national 
banking associations was increased dur- 
ing the month of September by the 
Organization of 38 banks with an aggre- 
gate capital stock of $3,080,000, bonds be- 
ing deposited thereby as security for® 
the circulation to the amount of $606,750. 
Fourteen of the associations with capt- 
tal of $2;425,000 were with individual 
capital of $605,000, banks of the class 
authorized by the amendment of March 
14, 1900 

The number of conversions of state 
into national banks during the month 
Was seven. Banks of’ primary ofrgani- 
zation numbered 26, of wW.u.ch 9 with 
aggregate capital of $1,660,000 were of 
the larger class and 17 wit.. a total capi- 
tal of $425,000 of the smaller class. 

From March 14, 1900, to September 6, 
1902, there were added to the system 
1,179 associations with aggrégate capital 
stock of $68,964,600. Included in the total 
number of. organizations are.153 banks 
with a capital: of $11,865,000 which were 
converted from state institutions. There 
were organized as successors to state or 
private banks placed in HNquidation for 
the purpose 356 associations with total 
capital of $20,510,000. The resulting num- 
ber of primary organizations is 670, the 
aggregate capital being $36,689,500. 

The authorized capital stock of banks 
on September 9%) was $711,167,69, showing 
an increase in the number of banks 
since March ‘, 1900, of 1,034 and in capi-

The Destitute Boers. 

After England has fastened her yoke 
upon a subjugated people, the rest of 
the world igs called on to toss a coin 
into the hat of charity. It has more 


‘than once been so in the case of fam- 


ished India, and it is now so in the 
case of the impoverished Boers. 

The appeal of Generals Botha, De- 
Wet and Delarey to the civilized world 
for immediate assistance to the fami- 
lies of their war-wasted compatriots is 
meeting with a generous response. 
Mr. Phipps, a wealthy citizen of Pitts- 
burg, contributed $100,000, and Amer- 
ica is pouring coin large and small 
into this worthy relief fund. From 
the plain recital of facts made by the 
Boer generals it ig evident that half 
of the misery of the extinguished 
Dutch republics in South Africa has 
not been imagined, and England is do- 
ing little to relieve the situation. 

The British press resents the call 
for world-wide charity, coming from 
the source it does, as a reflection upon 
the empire’s humanity and generozity, 
and, in a measure, as an act of bad 
faith on the part of the Boer leaders. 


Admittedly England cannot cope with | 


the cry for bread swelling up from 
South Africa, and to endeavor to stifle 
it from sentiments of national pride 
while thousands of women and chil- 
dren are on the eve of perishing is 
nothing short of criminal. At the 
bottom of this English resentment can 
plainly be discerned a sense of shame 
or confusion over a fresh revelation 
of the extent of British brutality in 
th conduct of the late war. The recon- 
centrado meaures have borne their le- 
gitimate fruit, and England should 
maintain a guilty silence while the hat 
is being passed. 

The Boer generals would be un- 
worthy of their patriotic record did 
they selfishly content themselves 
with comfortable individual berths pro- 
vided by British diplomacy as a sop, 
while ‘their unhappy people were left 
to the husks of British benevolence. 
They have done right, and their mo- 
tives will not be questioned when they 
say in their appeal: “The sword is 
now sheathed and all differences are 
silent in the presence of such great 
misery.”

‘I thought I would give you the benefit of a 
practical illustration of the difference north 
-and south in the treatment of negro worknten. 
Just now in Columbus I happen to know of 
one instance at jeast showing the marked 
contrast. The Columbus iron works, one of 
the largest concerns here, is rebuilding its 
plant, which was destroyed by fire last spring. 
There are fifty odd brick ‘Masons now work- 
ing on the brick walls of this structure, under 
the direction of James Carter, a worthy and 
most respectable megro contractor, to whom 
has been given the contract for doing the 
brick work of this mammoth concern. All 
over the building in different parts white 
mechanics are at work on other lines, but 
there is perfect and absolute good will be- 
tween all parties, white and biack. The same 
condition exists at the Girard cotton mills, 
another large concern in process of construc- 
tion, where this samé negro contractor, James 
Carter, has a contract for the brick work. 
It is no uncommon sight on any day in this 
city, which is just now. on quite a building 
boom, to find on any street workmen, white 
and black, engaged on the same Suilding, 
skilled mechanics as well as common laborers. 
While this is all true the lines are closely 
drawn socially, as, of course, you know,, and 
when the work hour ends the respective races 
withdraw to themselves, and there is abso- 
lutely no social mingling, but during the 
work hours the white and black carpenter 
will work together at the same piece of work, 
and the white and black mason will work on 
the same wall. If there is any city im the 
southern states more thoroughly imbued than 
is Columbus with old-fashioned ideas as to 
the negro, it has yet to be found, and yet 
thie is the treatment he receives as a laborer 
and mechanic ith this town. The population 
is about half and half out of thirty thousand 
people, and yet the negro is made to know 
his place, but in alj lines of honest work he 
is accorded the samg consideration as a white 
man, Here are two of the largest concerns 
in this city, the Columbus iron works and the 
Eagle and Phenix mills (under the supervision 
of which the Girard cotton mill is being built) 
actually awarding to a negro contractor over 
white competitors the brick work of the two 
mammoth concerns. Our so-called friends in 
the north can well take this state of facts 
for thoughtful consideration.

NOMINEES WERE DECLARED 
AFTER A BRIEF SESSION 


Successful Candidates Given Three 
Days in Which To Subscribe 
to the Usual Oath—A Num- 
ber Have Already Made 
Affidavits. 


At a meeting of the city executive 
committee in the council chamber yes- 
terday at noon the votes cast in the pri- 
mary of Wednesday were consolidated. 
One or two small errors in addition were 
found in the published returns, and these 
were re@:tified. Clerical errors were 
found in the totals of some of the can- 
didates, but they were not of such na- 
ture as to change a single result. 

It was found that the vote for Thomas 
J. Peeples, for city treasurer, in the 
third ward should have been 841 instead 
of 84%, a difference of four votes, and 
also that the vote in the sixth ward 
for Ed R. Hayes, for councilman from 
the fifth ward, should have been 370, in- 
stead of 372, a difference of two votes.

Stuart, candidate for city comptroller, 
1.392, instead of 1,492: for E. T. Payne, 
candidate for city tax collector. 5,900, in- 
stead of 5,800; for R..M. Clayton, candi- 
date for city engineer, 5,872, instead of 
5,772, and for Thomas J. Peeples, candi- 
po for city treasurer, 5,903, instead of 
’ 4. 


Managers Complimented. 

The meeting was presided over by 
Charles T. Hopkins, chairman of the 
city executive committee, and a number 
of the members were present. Mana- 
gers from the seven wards were in at- 
tendance and made official report of the 
returns from their respective wards. 
Eleven of the successful candidates were 
present and subscribed to the usual oath 
required of nominees in the primaries. 

On motion of Committeeman L. Z. 
Rosser the candidates receiving major- 
ities were declared the nominees. 

Chairman Hopkins said: 

“Gentlemen, the ballots in this pri- 
mary have been fairly cast and they 
have been fairly counted. The duty of 
the managers and clerks to this com- 
munity has been faithfully discharged.” 

Upon motion of Mr. Rosser the nom- 
ineées not present were given three days 
in which to subscribe to the oath. The 
necessary blanks are in the hands of 
City Clerk Campbell at the city hall. 
The nominees who were in the room 
signed the oath before Mr. Ewing, a no- 
tary.

About the same time that the primary 
managers were: reporting to the city 
executive committee, the managers of 
the special city ‘election met in «the 
clerk’s office and consolidated the votes 
cast in the election held for the purpose 
of electing a successor to Captain E. P.

Next week will be a week of conven- 
tions in the state, and especially in At- 
lanta, all of which wil be of interest to 
the state house officials. By a strange 
coincidence it happens that all of them 
fall on the same days. 

The Southern Veterinary Surgeons’ 
Association will meet at the Kimball 
house Tuesday, October 7, 8 and 9. Geor- 
gia has no state veterinarian, as !s the 
case in many southern states, but the 
meetings will doubtless be attended by 
Commissioner O. B. Stevens, or Assist- 
ant Commissioner Wright, as the sub- 
jects which will come up for discussion 
will have.a direct bearing on agricul- 
ture and farming as affecting the cattle 
and horses of the state. One of the 
prime objects of the convention will be 
the suggestion of some remedy for the 
cattle tick, which has been particularly 
disastrous to the cattle of the south. 

The meetings will take piace in the 
Kimball house. 

The directors of experiment stations 
in all parts of the country will also meet 
in Atlanta October 7 to October 10. This 
meéting will be one of the greatest im- 
portance and a large gathering of agri- 
cultural experts is expected to attend. 
Various topics of interest will come up 
for discussion, particularly the subject 
of cotton culture with relation to more 
accurate means of estimating the an- 
nual cotton crop. 

The other convention is the national 
farmers’ congress, which meets in Ma- 
con October 7 to 10. Delegates to the 
farmers’ congress will visit the state 
fair at Valdosta, after which time they 
will stop over at the Southern Interstate 
fair for two or three days. 

Commissioners Stevens and Wright 
will make an effort to attend all three 
conventions at various times during their 


progress.

Te Be Had, ~ 


NO DECREASE 1S IN. SIGHT 


Telegrams from Different Points in| 
the Country Show That Similar 
Conditions Exist Practically 
Everywhere — Strike 
Causes High Prices.

Atlanta coal burners who have not 
ready purchased will find ‘yay 
that the price is climbing "2 
The price of coal advanced we 
of the month. Ee 
Jellico jump advanced to $6; 
$5.75, and Alabama lump to %.) + 
prices are higher than have bee§ 
the retail trade in Atlanta for many 
years. Anthracite coal is quoted at $12.50, 
but there is none to be had at this or 
even greater prices; as the local supply 
is everywhere reported ag completely ex- 
hausted. 
There are no indications of a decrease 
in the present figures and’ there is a 
probability of them gbing still higher. 
Even if the big strike in the hard coal 
fields of Pennsylvania is settled, local 
dealers report that the present condition 
of prices will not be changed for the bet- 
ter until after Christmas. If the strike 
is not declared off, it is expected that the 
prices all over the country will go stiil 
higher. 
The following table shows the prices 
governing the hard and soft coal mar- 
kets in Atlanta and the five leading cities 
in the country:

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The following telegrams frum different 
points in the country tell the story of the 
conditions which seem to exist every- 
where: 
Conditions at Boston. 

Boston, Mass., October 2.—Anthracite 
costs $15 per ton in quarter-ton lots, no 
retail orders being taken for more than 
that amount. Soft coal costs from $8 to 
$9 per ton. Supply of both is very low. 
All wholesale orders for hard coal -~e- 
fused. Wood costs $16 per cord. Schools 
and hospitals for the greater part are 
Struggling along from day to day. The 
New England Gas and Coke Company is 
producing a little coke every day, but the 
demand is so far in excess of the supply 
that no orders are taken. 

Since Wednesday -a week ago it has 
been impossible to buy coke. Supply of 
charcoal] very scarce. The gas companics 
about the city have enough soft coal on 
hand to last them through the winter 
and they have published the announce- 
ment that the prices of gas will not be 
raised. 


High Water Mark Reached, 

Chicago, Ills., October 2%—Brokdly 
Speaking, there is no anthracite coal in 
Chicago. Dealers have a few scattered 
supplies, but these are all light and dre 
being. held for persona] friends or old 
customers, Hence there is no quotation 
at present on anthracite, though sales 
have been made for a8 high as $25 a ton. 
One wholesale coal agent paid $14 a ton 
for four tons for own use, pecause 
his wife was clamorous for it. 

On bituminous coal, the Pocahontas 
lump variety, the best if its kind, which 
most furnaces can burn when broken up, 
the market price ranges from $6 to $6.50. 
Ordinarily the figure is $4. Cheap In- 
diana black coal usually around $2.is now 
quoted at $3 to $3.50, but the advance is 
solely for greed, as it is worthless for 
furnaces. 


Philadelphia, Pa., October 2.—Anthra- 
cite coal is selling here at $15 a ton: bi- 
Suminous coal at $9 a ton. Even at these 
prices coal is very hard to get. A few 
dealers have supplies ranging from 200 
to 1,000 tons, but hot of good coal, most 
of it being ‘‘buckwheat,”’ a dust. A little 
coal is now coming in from the mines. 


New York, October 2.—Coal ranges in 
price today from $20 to $22 for anthracite 
and about $10 for bituminous. ‘There are 
probably 3,000 tons of coal on hand in 

Birmingham, Ala., October 2.—(Special.) 
There is no anthracité whatever here. 
None is mined and littlé is used in this 
district, crushed coke being a satisfac- 
tory substitute, ‘ 

There is an adequate supply of soft coal 
on hand which can be bought at tie 
mines for about $1.75 per ton. This al- 
lows a tremendous profit to the mine oper- 
ators, and as a consequence the mines 
of the district are working overtime. 


Memphis, Tenn., October 2.—(Special.j)— 
There is less than a thirty days’ supply 
of anthracite coal in this market under 
normal demand and prices range from $13 
to $15 per ton. Soft coal prices, retail, 
range from $2.75 to $4 per ton, 

Montgomery, Ala., October 2.—(Special.) 
There is no anthracite in Montgomery. 
The best lump grate coal, soft, is selling 
at $1.80. Dealers complain that it is hard 
to get and some -degree of scarcity is 
threatened. 


Raleigh, N. C., October 2.—(Special.)— 
Soft coal here is $7; not much on hand; 
anthracite $15; very little on hand. 

Columbia, 8s. C., October Pg gee 2m 
Columbia dealers have not raised the price 
of coal. Antharcite $7.50, soft $6. 

Jackson, Miss., October 2.—(Special.)— 
No anthracite on hand and none quoted. 
Soft coal $5 per ton. Stock about 11,000 
tons; sufficient for local demand dtring 
winter. 


Augusta, Ga., October 2.—(Special.j)—An- 
tracite sells at $7 and $7.50 per ton. Best 
soft coal $5 and $5.50. Dealers pretty well 
supplied from purchases made last spring. 


Macon, Ga., October 2.—(Special.)—Soft 
coal $6 per ton; anthracite $10 per ton. 
Good supply of soft coal; limited supply 
of anthracite.

LARGE LEATHER Waren 
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HE CONSTITUTION publishes this 
morning the first perspective view of 
the general office building and ware 
house of the Allen-Miles Company, the 
recently organized largest tannery firm 
in the southern atates. : 

The buflding ig now in the course of 
erection om the corner of Marietta and 
Karl streets, at a cost of about $20,000, 
When completed it will be four stories 
high, 3 by 160 feet, and with a floor space 
of 40,000 feet. 

The upper etories of the building will 
be occupied by the general offices of the 
company, while the basement will be used 
as @ hide cellar. -The basement has been 
constructed with the specific object in 
view of contdining hides, so that there 
will be no offensive odors to escape, as 
is usually the case from these places. 

The Allen-Miles Company is the result 
of a recent merger of the two large in- 
terests of E. O. Miles & Co., of this city, 
and C. L. Allen & Co., 
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General Office Building and Ware House of‘the Allen-Miles Company, Being Erected on Marietta 


of Buford, Ga., 
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Earl Streets. 


the result of which merger will be the 
bringing to Atlanta of the largest leather 
concern in the south. 

The tannery proper, which will be 
built some distance out from the city, 
will be the largest tannery under one 
roof in the.United States, and that means 
the largest in the world. This gigantie 
industry will give employment to 1,400 
men, and will be the means of bringing 
to Atlanta and the south millions of 
money. 

The plant will cover 100 acres and will 
be the most modernly constructed. tan- 
nery in America; Architects who do only 
the work of planning tanneries are now 
at work on the plans for the-huge plant. 

It ts the intention of the promoters of 
the enterprise to have around the tan- 
nery a model community. Schools and 
churches, libraries and places of amuse- 
ment will be erected for the use and 
benefit of those who will work at the 
plant. In fact, the location of the tan- 
nery proper will be nothing less than a 


and 


little city of about 1,500 inhabitants. 
The establishment of an industry like 
this will mean much for the development 
of Atlanta and the gouth, as there is noth- 
ing like it in any of the southern states. 
It will mean that the very best prices 
will be paid right here tn Atlanta for such 
things as hides, wool and tallow, and 
there will no longer exist the necessity 
of shipping these articles to other marts 
in order to get their market value. . 
The leather indastry is now the third 
largest industry in the United States, 
and the fact that such’a large part of this 
industry is coming south is indicative 
of the fact that the south is becoming 
the center of all industries, and that it 
should geek Atlanta as its home is but 
proof positive of the fact that Atlanta 
is the center of the industrial south. 
Besides doing a large local business, the 
Allen-Miles Company expects to do a 
tremendous foreign ‘business, especially 
with Germany and France. 
The company expects to move in its new 
office building by the lst of December.

suffrage under a system which keeps 
them from getting coached as they used 
to do when you could vote any Kind of a 
ballot in any sort of way. 

Under the old system a man could have 
his ticket fixed up for him on the “out- 
side’ and he could carry it with him to 
the ballot bex. -Ignorant people could 
be voted in that way like sheep. Under 
the new system the “Official ballot’’ can 
only be secured from an election manager. 
It contains the names of all the candi- 
dates, and when you vote you scratch out 
all. except si enaate, for. whom you 
wish to 

This eatehing of names is where the 
uninitiated voter shows his ignorance. 

“In our ward over a hundred ballots 
were worthtess;” said the thira’ ward 
manager. ‘I do not mean to say en- 
tirely worthless, but worthless in regard 
to some of the candidates. A number of 
voters thought -they had to scratch -the 
name of the person they wished to vote 


for—checking him, as it were, and this 
caused many candidates to be scratched 
wno had no opposition. We found tick- 
ets with nearly all the names scratched 
off. There was oné ticket that had every 
single, solitary name marked out with a 
blue pencil. .That fellow must have been 
hard to please. On a ticket opposite the 
name of a candidate were the words: 
‘Damn him.’ Opposite another name we 
found written: ‘Good boy.’ A voter who 
doubtless could neither read nor write 
went into the booth and after taking fif- 
teen minutes to ‘fix up’ his ticket, came 
out and handed us his ‘dummy’ by mis- 
take. An old man came in, got a ticket 
and after asking all sorts of questions 
about how ‘to do and taking up lots of 
our time, he ascertained he had not reg- 
istered. He did not even know what reg- 
jstering meant. I was amused at 4 
voter who carefully jotted the number ef 
his ballot in a notebook. He remarked 
that he had kept the numbers of ail his 
votes for thirty years and said that in @ll 
that time there had been no ‘duplicates. 
He geemed ‘to have a desire to vote the 
game number twice. But the queerest of 
all the tickets we came across Was one 
on which a voter had scratched out the 
name of two candidates, running for dif- 
ferent offices, and then rewrote them so 
to change their positions. He had a 
choice about which man to vote for first.”

New Orleans, October 2.—Liverpool : advices 
were about as expected, and our market in 
sympathy opened | to 2 points higher, ad- 
vanced 2 to 3 points subsequently on the 
heavy rains in Texas and fears of colder 
weather. However, the continuation of real- 
izing before the bureau report occasioned a 
break of 7 points from the top later, but 
when easy some fresh buying came in, caus- 
ing steadiness, making the net loses 2 to 3 
points dn the day., For the past five days an 
immense amount of realizing has taken place, 
even though the. general opinion is that the 
average condition of the bureau will be about 
60 per cent. It is also thought that irre- 
spective of what the figures may be, that large 
quantities of cotton will be for sale and 
that prices must naturally seek a lower level 
temporarily. Many claim that the weather on 
the whole has been favorable for the crop 
during the past ten days, and that with a 
late frost the present top crop will add ma- 
terlally to the yield. If the bureau is 60 
per cent it may be a hard matter to hold 
the market for the moment, but should it 
confirm the unfavorable reports disseminated 
and be under the above figures, the chances 
are that values will eventually sell higher.
